DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-4, 9-13, 16-21 and 23-32 are pending wherein claims 1, 10, 11, 20 and 
21 are amended; claims 5-8, 14-15 and 22 are canceled; and claims 23-32 are 
withdrawn from consideration. 



Status of Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 1-4, 9-13, 16-17 and 19-21 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Jackson et al. (US 6,623,692) is withdrawn in view of 
the Applicant's amendments to the claims. The previous rejection of claim 18 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jackson et al. (US 6,623,692), and further in 
view of Manty et al. (US 4,305,998) is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's amendments 
to the claims. The previous rejection of claim 18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jackson et al. (US 6,623,692), and further in view of McGill et al. (US 
4,399,199) is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's amendments to the claims. The 
previous rejection of claims 1-4, 10-13, 16-17 and 19-21 on the grounds of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 14 and 17-29 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,623,692 is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's amendments to the 
claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 9-13, 16-21 are allowed.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

In regards to claims 1,11 and 21 , the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
rhodium-base alloy consisting of up to 49 atomic percent of at least one of palladium, 
platinum, and iridium; about 1 to about 15 atomic percent of at least one of tungsten and 
rhenium; up to 10 atomic percent of at least one of ruthenium and chromium; and about 
0.1 to about 2 atomic percent of at least one of zirconium, yttrium, hafnium, tantalum, 
aluminum, titanium, scandium, elements of the lanthanide series, and elements of the 
actinide series. 

In regards to claims 10 and 20, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
rhodium-base alloy consisting of up to about 49 atomic percent of at least one of 
palladium, platinum, and iridium; about 1 to about 6 atomic percent of at least one of 
tungsten and rhenium; up to 8 atomic percent of at least one of ruthenium and 
chromium; and about 0.1 to about 2 atomic percent of at least one of zirconium, yttrium, 
hafnium, tantalum, aluminum, titanium, scandium, elements of the lanthanide series, 
and elements of the actinide series.
